The Christ- 
ian County authorities appear to be mer- 
oileos. They are jealous of the repntii- 
tion of the county, and in the year 1892 
they have commenced an unrelenting 
warfare on all evil-do'is.

Baptist Church

Canadian officers and citizens explained 
that the vessels were built with a view 
to protecting the Wclland canal from 
destruction in case ol attack. And in 
this connection the statement was made 
that there are fifty vessels in the Brit- 
ish navy thatcan be introduced into the 
great lakes via the St. Lawrence and 
canal route. Contracts have been let for 
enlarging and deepening the Corn wall 
canal near Montreal (which is the shal- 
lowest and contains the smallest locks), 
so that when completed, vessels 280 
feet long and drawing twelve to fifteen 
feet may be transported through the 
canals with practically no loss ol time. 
The Constance, the Curlew and the Pe- 
trel can go through \Velland canal at 
about full speed— 14X knots an hour. 


The report docs not excite any ap- 


prehension or alarm at tho treasury. 
Assistant Secretary Spaulding says he 
has no fear that England will, at any 
time, endeavor to rush a fleet o£ fifty 
vessels through the St. Lawrence to 
the lakes, nor that the British vessels 
now on the lakes will ever seriously 
menace either tho commerce of the in- 
land seas or the great cities that lie on 
the borders thereof. 


Owing to the absence from the city 


of Capt. Shepcrd the report has not yet 
been officially communicated to the 
officials of the treasury department, 
and hence its contents have not been 
transmitted to the department of state. 


Secretary J. W. Foster stated yester- 


day that no information of the build- 
ing of vessels on the lakes by Canada 
had been received by his department 
since the date ol his recent report to 
the president upon the treaty of 1817. 
regulating the force of armed vessels 
to be maintained on the lakes, which 
was transmitted to congress week be- 
fore last 


"Is it the" policy of the United States 


to meet an increase ol foicc on the 
lakes by Canada by a similiar increase 
of our own navv?" was asked. 


"Speaking only for tho state depart- 


ment," was the reply. "I should say 
the United States will not build any 
revenue cutters on the lakes unless it 
needs them. That is a question for the 
treasury department to determine. 
When additional ships are necessary in 
the current business ol the country 
they will be constructed and not be- 
fore. The treaty of 1817 as construed 
by both the United States nnd Great 
Britain places no restriction upon the 
force of revenue vessels that may be 
maintained on the lakes by either 
party, but the documents should be 
amended in some important particu- 
lars. It is out of date and some of its 
requirements are ignored by mutual 
consent.'1

'. have interviewed several of Ihe manu- 
actnrers, and they said tbi-y would not 
ollow a trau leat fair any longer. I 
avor sending repreeentativea to the big 
maoufaotnrers and getting their aid. 
Nearly all tbe big muunfacturers are 
north of Springfield, and they favor 
Peoria. I do not agree that the Legisla- 
ture has no power in locating the fair. 
Che Legislature created the Board, and 
t is in the province and power of the 
legislature to settle the Kcation in ac- 
cordance with the interests of a majority 
ot the people. 


In support of a statement by Colonel 


Warner that tbe Board would not accept 
eaeed ground, bnt must have a tee-sim- 
ple for tbe ground, Mr. Bnnn said:

tsad presented a deed for 160 acred of 
ground, while Peoria only bad thirty-five 
acres, and Springfield came within one 
vote of securing tbe permanent location. 
The people should take a lively interest 
in this matter, for if secured, it means a 
park for the city fifty-one weeks in the 
year, maintained by the stnte. 


Representative-sleet, W. O. Clark, then 


said: 


I prefer that tbe State Bpardjahonld lo- 


cate the Fair, for they are in favor of Pe- 
oria. When they oame here they made 
demands an hundred fold more than they 
had ever asked of any city, and every 
promise was met, and the Board is very 
favorable to Peoria. Sp ingfield is already 
in tbe field, and will go before the Board 
with nil sorts of promises that tney will 
not keep. Springfield never did keep R 
promise made to the State; never intend- 
ed to. What Peoria wants is to arm ita 
representatives with the necessary deede 
and then ba prepared to meet any pro- 
mise made. The city raised 860,000 to 
saonre tbe Fur for four years, and what- 
ever amount is neoeesary to secure it per- 
manently, will bf forthcoming. On tbe 
streets one meets people every day who 
Bay the State Fair can not go anywhere 
elee because it had made money ben. 
People used to say thesame of manufact- 
uring industries. We banked on our 
beautiful location for years, and were 
stagnated until tbe public-spirited men 
took bold and brought the attention of 
the world to the beauties ot the location. 
We then gr^w more m ten years than we 
bad in any previous tweniy years. The 
same rule would apply to tbe State Fair. 
It was foolish and useless to say that tbe 
Fair will not make money in Deoator or 
SpriogBt id, for it will make money at 
either place. What is wanted is cenoert- 
ed action on Pooria's part. We have the 
Io<;ation and all of the advantages in the 
way of railroad facilities, and all that re- 
mains to be done is to go out and secure
